The Frist Bank of the United States branch in Savannah still 
remains somewhat of a mystery. After searching as much as time 
would allow and after consulting the Georgia Historical Society, 
we came up with very little information. The most definite state¬ 
ment found was an article about the Habersham House in the Savannah 
Morning News of July 12, 1929. It states "...On May 8, 1802, his 
widow, Hester Habersham, sold it to Thomas Willing. Mr. Willing 
or his successor in title evidently had financial difficulties for 
the property passed into the ownership of the Bank of the United 
States, which sold it on May 19, 1812 to the 'Planters’ Bank of 
Georgia' ." The building in the reference is the Habersham Mansion, 
now called the Pink House. In our newspaper search, no reference 
could be found about the establishment of the Bank of the United 
States. The earliest reference found to the dissolution of the 
bank is in the March 12, 1812 The Republican and Savannah Evening 
Ledger which only makes reference to the "late" Bank of the U. ST 
m an advertisement for the sale of bank land. We still do not have 
any firm dates, however, the thorough searching of newspapers will 
be too time consuming for our staff. It is possible for us to send 
out two reels of microfilm at a time on interlibrary loan to your 
public library for you, if you would like to make a thorough search. 

We hope that this information will be of some help to you.

I sincerely wish to write thank you for arranging the meeting with 
Dr. Burpee at the National Hurricane Center and organizing such a 
unique opportunity for a Junior at John Burroughs to be selected as 
a recipient of the Eric P. Newman Prize. The experience was more 
exciting, meaningful, and interesting than I could have ever 
anticipated. 

I appreciated your and Ms. Ball's diligence and planning to make 
every part of the trip memorable for me. The hotel was in lively 
and eclectic South Miami Beach. My dad and I took in the wild 
international flavor of the "Art Deco" District on Saturday night. 
On Sunday we drove all the way down to Key West and reached the 
southernmost point of the continental United States. 

Monday was the visit with Dr. Burpee at the National Hurricane 
Center. Dr. Burpee and every one else there were very cordial and 
willing to speak with a teenager during their busy time of the 
year. Dr. Burpee's assistant, Patty, was very helpful in making 
the time spent there extraordinary. I spoke with Dr. Burpee about 
everything from his Doctoral dissertation at MIT to his run-ins 
with the media. We discussed good universities for studying 
meteorology.

I was at the Hurricane Center for several hours learning, growing, 
and feeling happy and thrilled.

whose job most individuals would not even understand nor value. 
But Dr. Burpee brought up a good point: weather is a science that 
is very tangible.

And meteorologists research weather, not 
chemicals nor animals, in the oceans or in the Midwestern Plains or 
in any other spot on the planet.

Your fine pictures of the Chatillon coin scale and the Alaskan gold dust weights 
arrived and I am grateful for them. 

I was most interested in the smashed weight being heavier than the perfect 
one. This could have been a way of getting more gold from the seller, hammering 
a tiny piece of brass into the weight. That would be devilish but not 
surprising. 

In photographing scales, I use a 22 opening and then you can get great depth 
of field by having a long exposure with a tripod mounted camera. Move your 
lights around until there is no glare and you won't have to take the glass 
out of your Chatillon. 

Your enthusiasm for a museum exhibit of your collection is just what is needed. 
You probably have many unusual scales and the public will be fascinated. 
They really like my scale exhibit here and it is limited to coin scales. 

As I told you, we are not commercial but since we recently bought a scale 
collection at prices others set, we can part with some duplicates at those 
prices and avoid any breakdown in principles. 

I have selected two completely different and unusual American coin detector 
scales for you. They are as follows: 

1854 8 %" brass rocker scale for gold coins with circular and slotted openings 
for $20, $10, $5, $3 and $1 marked J. Allender Patent Pending" with two 

diameters for the $1 gold coin. It has a counterweight to be placed in the 
$1 opening when weighing coins on the left side of the fulcrum. The patent 
was issued in 1855.

The American numismatic Association Certification Service 
has asked us to return to you, directly, the 1789 Mott token which 
you submitted, and it is enclosed herewith.. It is designated as coin 
Ko. 1483. Our opinion we asked with respect to it and we are reporting 
that directly to you. 

Your coin has a specific gravity of about 8.8 and weighs approxi¬ 
mately 6.85 grams. It is struck on a small thin planehet and it is ua- 
qestionably genuine in our opinion. 

The only problem with respect to the coin is its milled edge 
which consists of diagonal lines and vertical lines, some of which overlap. 

We have not noticed any milled edge pieces of this coinage here¬ 
tofore. This coinage was struck on planehets which were too small for 
the dies and as a result many of the pieces do not show all of the legend 
or all of the border dentils. Your piece is the state of the reverse die 
before the die break took place. 

I have examined the piece to determine whether the edge milling 
was done before or after striking. Ordinarily it was done before striking 
if any was done. From an examination of this coia,particularly over the 
S before the word CLOCKS, it seems that the tailling was done after the coin 
was struck. The only reason this would have been done was because the 
piece was so off center it might have been rejected as having been short- 
weighed. 


I think edges of various British tokens of the period should be 
studied to determine whether this is a standard edge milling. Dalton and 
Hamer should be read for that purpose. If the edge milling were placet! 
on the coin before striking, then the piece would be similar to many other 
English tokens which had oddments in edge milling where they did not care 
what edge milling was on the planehet prior to its striking.

The 1913 nickel pattern without the F (Judd 1789) was there but was sold in the 
1940s by B.G. Johnson for both of us. 

The 1913 Indian Head Type I regular issue was and is still in the holder. 

This ought to clear up your questions.

In answer to your inquiry of April 20, 1987 as to the County of St. Louis 
circulating warrants of the 1841-2 period, we are glad to give you some 
historical background. 

You own the two original engraved copper plates (see footnote) for printing 
the money, the plates having been given to you by Tom K. Smith when president 
of Boatmen's National Bank. You state that you are considering using 
those plates to print replicas of the notes. If you do, we presume you 
will comply with the Hobby Protection Act, as this requires an explanation 
on each item of the fact that it is a replica. 

I also urge you to avoid printing the items in exactly the same color 
as the few reprints printed about 40 years ago in black and also in green. 

The issuance and circulation of County of St. Louis warrants in the 1841-2 
period was the result of the depression (panic) of 1837. When the charter 
of the Second Bank of the United States expired in 1836, the state banks 
issued quantities of paper money and extended credit extensively. The 
speculation resulted in a suspension on May 10, 1837 by banks of payments 
in gold and silver. The depression began in the east and spread westward 
to all parts of the country. Missouri as a state had chartered no banks 
until 1837 when the Bank of the State of Missouri was created with substan¬ 
tial State ownership and with specie backing required for paper money. 

By 1840, bank failures in Illinois, Kentucky and Tennessee destroyed 
the confidence of Missourians in paper currency from other areas. Its 
own bank was very conservative and did not issue much paper money. 

County Courts ran the affairs of Missouri counties and had the power 
under the February 14, 1835 Act to issue warrants or drafts on the County 
Treasurer to pay the amounts when funds from taxes were available. When 
tax collections were inadequate, the idea was proposed to issue warrants 
in decorated form and in convenient denominations as an emergency substitute 
for money (scrip). This was a practice used in Pennsylvania and elsewhere, 
even though it violated the U. S. Constitution. In 1841 a new jail and 
court house required $50,000 and circulating warrants were issued to 
pay for them. The City of St. Louis and other Missouri counties, cities 
and towns also issued circulating warrants as money to pay their obligations. 
The copper plate prepared for the County of St. Louis had $1, $2, $5 
and $10 denominations engraved by Durand, Hammond & Mason , of Cincinnati,

Ohio. Each note contained a vignette of a view of the St. Louis County 
Court House as then constructed. That court house, although substantially 
altered before the Civil War, is the dominant historic site in St. Louis 
today and you are in it. 

No original example of a County of St. Louis note is known as all were 
redeemed and destroyed. In 1842, L. A. Benoist, St. Louis exchange brokers, 
bought in many of the warrants. Examples of circulating warrants issued 
by the City of St. Louis and other Missouri counties are known, but are 
extremely rare. 

Because the issuing of money by Missouri governmental units was considered 
an abuse and a way of getting free interest on borrowed funds, Missouri 
passed an Act on May 17, 1843 suppressing the circulation of all Missouri, 
city, county and town scrip by primarily 

1. requiring warrants to be made out for the full amount of any 
indebtedness to a person instead of issuing multiple warrants 
for one indebtedness; 

2. requiring warrants to be in a specific form without any 
ornamentation; and 

3. requiring warrants to be payable only to the person to whom 
money was owed and to be assignable only by a prescribed 
written form and not to pass from bearer to bearer. 

If there is further data you need, please call upon us. You can easily 
elaborate on the Court House history.

My name is Lisa Scroggs; I am a librarian at Jefferson City High School in Jefferson 
City. I am currently working on a project to preserve and restore our school’s yearbook 
collection dating back to 1912. 

During the summer of 2010, James Downey, a book conservator with Legacy 
Bookbindery in Columbia, Missouri, visited with me to look at our collection and provide 
some direction for our project. Because the JCHS library is on an extremely limited 
budget, I have had to prioritize each phase of the preservation and restoration project. Our 
local community has provided us with books missing from our collection (our goal is to 
have two copies of each book, one working and one archival), helping me to complete the 
project’s first phase. For the second phase, JCHS Alumni Association is considering a 
monetary donation to our library for just under $400 to purchase archival boxes so that I 
can store our archival copy from each year. 

The third phase of our project is to restore books in desperate need of repair at a cost of at 
least $100 per book. Preserving and restoring these books is cmcial to maintaining a 
valuable historical record of Jefferson City High School. 

Karen Enloe, Executive Director of the Jefferson City Public Schools Foundation, a 
nonprofit dedicated to assisting teachers and other district employees bring projects to 
fruition, came upon some information about the Eric P. Newman Numismatic Education 
Society. She shared with me that among your giving interests are records and libraries. If 
my yearbooks preservation and restoration project is of interest to you, Mrs. Enloe and I 
would be happy to discuss the issue further with you.

There is no brief way of stating how to tell a counter¬ 
feit from a genuine bill except if there are obvious defects, 
such as a bill which should be printed, being engraved, or an 
opportunity to compare a genuine and counterfeit bill* Many 
bills are also marked "counterfeit",and once one knows what 
the counterfeit looks like, other counterfeits can be readily 
detected. 


I would not withdraw the bill if X were you* I would 
merely state "apparently counterfeit". 

I don*t have this particular counterfeit in my col¬ 
lection and will be perfectly willing to buy it as a counterfeit 
Please let me know if you can sell it to me on that basis or 
if you prefer to auction it on the basis of being a counterfeit. 
Please do so, promptly, so that I can bid, if you prefer it that
